Congressman Thompson, 
who was serving his third term, 
sought a renomination at the 
hands cf his party and for a 
time his only opponent was 
Judge Durham, whom he had 
defeated two years previouslv 
for the nomination by only half 
a vote in the memorable Somer- 
set District Convention. After 
Gov. McCreary got into the 
race the Democratic District 
Committee for the first time in 
the history of the Eigth district 
ordered a primary election to 
decide the nomination instead 
of the time-honored conven- 
ion method. The race became 
fast and furious between 
three contenders and it was 
plain at the outset that the con- 
test would be for blocd. 

Each of the three candidates 
had a large personal following 
and friends who did not hesi- 
ate to furnish a plentiful sm?>- 
ply of money to help favorites 
win the nomination. The fight 
was carried into every pre- 
cinct in the district and excit- 
ment throughout the campaign 
was at the high tide. Money 
flowed like water, and it is 
hardly probable that there was 
ever as much spent in a con- 
gressional race in that district 
The bitterness between the 
Thompson and Durham fac- 
tions served to help Gov. Mc- 
Creary and he profited by this 
condition in every county. 
When the day for the primary 
rolled around excitement was 
high at every voting place and 
the floaters reaped a harvest, 
in many cases it being said that 
as much as $50 was paid for a 
single vote. Every inch of 
ground was bitterly contested 



and when the returns were all 
in, which required several days 
it was found that Gov. Mc- 
Creary had knocked the plur . 

The election was by the old 
viva voce method so that the 
workers were not in the dark 
;nd could see the goods deliv- 
ered. 

Gov. McCreary was elected 
to Congress in the succeeding 
November election and served 
six ruccessive terms. While he 
has nad many interesting races 
none approached the one in 
which he gained his first 
gressorial nomination.

on The Farm 

In making sausage, only 
clean, fresh meat from healthy 
animals should be used and 
this meat should be thoroughly 
chilled after killing the animal. 
Meat for sausage is generally 
taken from the shoulders, neck, 
and other lean trimmings and 
pork fat is taken from the 
neck or back. In case of beef 
is added it may be taken from 
the cheek meat, neck or other 
lean trimmings. 

There are numerous ways to 
compound pork sausage. Lean 
pork trimmings, or the same 
with a small amount, of fat add- 
ed, or combinations of beef and 
pork trimmings may be used, 
with varied selections of spices. 
The meat is first run through 
a chopper with a one-fourth 
inch plate. It is then spread 
out, and spices sprinkled over 
it, and thoroughly mixed. To 
insure a more thorough mixing 
it may again be run through 
the chopper. 

Spices may be selected to 
suit the occasion, or the taste 
of the sausage maker. The 
spices used, and the amount 
for one hundred pounds of 
meat, are as follows : Salt 1 1-2 
to 3 pounds: saltpeter 1 to 3 
ounces; sugar 5 to 10 pounds; 
ground white pepper 8 to 10 
ounces; sage, rubbed fine, 4 
to 12 ounces; mace 1-2 to 1 
ounce; garlic 1 to 2 ounces; 
• oriander 3 ounces ; onions 4 to 
? ounces; black pepper S oun- 
ces; mustard seed 2 ounces; 
iringer 2 ounces; nutmeg 3-4 
ounce, etc. • 

From the above list any de- 
sired selection may be used. 
When beef is added it is gen- 
erally used in proportion of 
20 per cent, beef and 80 per 
cent lean pork trimmings. 
Some prefer more beef and 
make the proportion 45 per 
cent beef to 55 per cent pork. 

Pork sausage in earthen 
jars or crocks and covered 
be stripped into casings made 
from the small intestines of the 
hog. Casings can generally be 
purchased from the butcher 
ready for use.

Balancing The Ration 

For The Dairy Herd 

Economy in feeding usually 
demands that as much of the 
ration as possible be made up 
of home-grown feed stuffs, es- 
pecially with regard to the 
roughage. 

First, provide for all the 
good, clean farm-grown rough- 
age that the cow will eat up 
clean, as the nutrients in rough- 
ages are generally much cheap- 
er than in concentrated feeds. 

Now consider whether the 
grain on hand is such as to 
make a balanced ration with 
roughage used. Concentrates 
must be used because cows can- 
not consume enough coarse 
bulky feed to supply all their 
own bodily requirements, and

tions nicely with ordinary farm 
grains, such as corn, barley and 
oats. Five per cent of cotton- 
seed meal or linseed meal add- 
ed to this grain mixture will 
increase production. 

If the roughage consists en- 
tirely of native hay, straw, corn 
fodder or corn silage, he can 
still use his home grown grains, 
but it will be necessary to use 
bran, cottonseed meal also to 
supply sufficient protein. A 



If the roughage ration is of 
a mixed nature such as 10 
pounds alfalfa hay and 30 to 
35 pounds corn silage, the 
dairyman might use a mixture 
of two parts corn chop, tfro 
parts bran or oats and one part 
cotton seed cake. These gr lin 
mixtures should be fed at the 
rate of one pound grain for ev- 
ery three and one-half or four 
pounds of milk each cow is 
producing.
